RACERS GETTING A REST 



MANY HORSES TO SUMMER AT CHURCHILL 
DOWNS AND DOUGLAS PARK. 



W. H. Fizer Changes His Plans for Benefit of Boca 
Grande and Eye White — Louisville Meet- 
I ing in Late September. 



Louisville. l\y., July 14. — Recent arrivals at 
Churchill Downs include W. H. Fizer. with eleven 
horses; Pat Kernell. with four, aud T. Abadie. with 
six. Arrivals at Douglas Park include C. J. Brock- 
miller. with two horses; J. T. Combs, four: J. T. 
West. two. and A. Fennell, E. .1. McCloskey and 
A. D. Worley, each with one. W. II. Fizer brought 
in with his string the smart three-year-olds, Boca 
Grande and Eye White, both of which are again 
regularly taking fast work aud training and doing 
well. 

Mr. Fizer had contemplated going to Windsor from 
Estonia with his stable, but at the last moment he 
abandoned the Canadian campaign and came here, 
being convinced that fully eight of his eleven horses 
would be benefited by a rest of several weeks. He 
looks for Boca Grande and Eye White to display the 
same good form the coming fall that they did as 
two-year-olds. He says that both simply went stale 
mi him owing to an effort to fit them for the Ken- 
tucky Derby in training in the south. Eye White 
has taken on a lot of flesh iu the last month during 
his let-up at Estonia, lie moves now as he did 
when he won the Harold Stakes as a two-year-old 
and. though always a gelding of gaunt frame, lias 
filled out considerably since early spring. Mr. Fizer 
lias tiie apprentice jockey. Weathers, a step-son of 
the once famous rider. "Soup” Perkins, with him at 
Churchill Downs and is occupying his old quarters 
on the grandstand side of the track. Secretary 
Lyman 11. Davis has Instructed his man Noble, who 
Is looking after both tracks during Mr. Davis’ ab- 
sence at Empire City, to assign all arrivals to the 
quarters they occupied last spring. 

As yet none of the contemplated improvements in 
the betting ring has been started at Churchill 
Downs aud the general impression seems to lie that 
nothing in this line will be attempted until the com- 
ing fall meeting Is a tiling. of the past. The present 
accommodations, it is presumed, are deemed ade- 
quate for the meeting next fall and then will follow 
six months or more iu which to do the tearing down 
and rebuilding before the time comes for the spring 
meeting of lttll. The improvements under consider- 
ation are so expensive that a good deal of time will 
be required to complete them. 

It develops that the coming fall meeting at 
Churchill Downs, if la-gun on Saturday, as usual, 
cannot open until September 114. owing to the hold- 
ing of the State Fair at Douglas Park, scheduled 
to la-gin on Monday, September 12. and close Satur- 
day. Septoinlx-r 17. The New Louisville Jockey 
Club, it is said, would under no conditions conflict 
with the State Fair: neither would the racing 

association care to begin a fall meeting before the 
holding of the State Fair. Two running races daily 
will be on the program of the State Fair Associa- 
tion, and Secretary J. W. Newman is figuring on 
increasing this year the purses in the running races 
with the idea of securing liettcr horses as contest- 
ants. As was tin- case last year, the program of the 
running races will lie compiled by Will J. Shelley, 
clerk of the course at Churchill Downs, and he will 
also officiate as racing secretary so far as the run- 
ning events are concerned at the fair. Mr. Shelley 
has been at his home in this city since the spring 
meeting sit Churchill Downs closed. From Scptem- 
ta r on he will have a busy six months or more lie- 
fore him. sis after his racing duties wind up in Ken- 
tucky he will tint in the winter in an official capac- 
ity at Juarez. Mex. lie received a letter from a 
friend at El Paso si few days ago informing him the 
improvements under way at that plant were pro- 
gressing rapidly and would surety Ik- completed by 
Thanksgiving day. 

Trainer i'ete Coyne will shortly take up a itortion 
of the yearlings owned by Racing Commissioner 
George J. Long. There are sixteen of these young- 
sters at Basliford Manor Farm this season and five 
of the lot will he the first of the get of the Ken- 
tucky Derby winner, Sir Huon. to train. Df these, 
two are colts and three are fillies, and they are an 
all-around grand-looking collection of youngsters. 
One of the colts is a half-brother to Jack Keene’s 
famous old gelding. Mansard, and the other colt is 
a half brother to Enyoc. Df the tillies, one is a 
half-sister to Areite. another a half-sister to Bo- 
hemia and the other a half-sister to Baibas. Trainer 
Coyne brought back twelve horses from Latonia. 
and when he takes up the yearlings and several 
other two and three-year-olds now running out at 
Basliford Manor Farm he will have a string of fully 
thirty horses under his care the coming fall. He is 
much impressed with the apiiearanee of the first of 
Hie get of Sir Huon and has faith in that great 
horse’s future as a sire. He sacs the tillies by tin- 
son of Falsetto are up to the standard of the colts 
in his first crop of yearlings, and he doubts if a 
better-looking yearling fitly than Bohemia's half- 
sister was ever foaled. Horsemen everywhere, like 
trainer Coyne, are interested in Sir Huon’s first crop 
of yearlings. The son of Falsetto was close to being 
the best horse to win the Ken tuck v Derby since tin- 
days of Leonatus and Hindoo. His mile record still 
stands uiila-aien in the long history of Latonia. and 
his racing among tin- cracks of the east was up to 
the brilliant form lie showed on the western tracks. 
He had. on the turf, all the requisites that go to 
make up a great race horse. 11c is one horse that 
money would not buy from Mr. Long, a s|»rtsman 
of the old school, who has never yet lieen known to 
part with any great horse he ever owned. The 
I ones of Azra. his other Kentucky Derbv winner, 
last on tie- land that produced that great horse of 
other days. 



MORI. HORSES FOR WILLIE MARTIN. 



New York. Julv 14. — George W. Ia-holt. who is 
managing Frank Nolan’s horses, lias added to Willie 
Martin’s division of the Beverwyck Stable string, 
lit- has turned the two-year old. Aldriau. the four- 
year-old. Wise Mason, and old Bell- view over to tin- 
former jockey, who has handled the (tarry Herrmann 
filly. Blue Mouse, so well this season. The Nolan 
horses, which went to Saiatoga under the charge of 
Martin and David Woodford ten days ago, are doing 
well. Mr. Nolan himself is at his Saratoga home, 
convalescing from an attack of pleurisy. 



HAMILTON PROGRAM BOOK OUT. 



Hamilton. Ont.. July 14. — The program hook for 
the summer meeting of the Hamilton Jockey Club. 
August t.'t to 2<». provides for seven races on each 
of the seven days that tin- meeting is scheduled to 
run. There are no stake races, hut the purses are 
of uniformly good values, ranging from $4oo added 
to (l.oon added. As at the spring meeting of this 
cluli. the steeplechase horses me especially well pro- 
vided for. a race through the field being carded for 
each day of the meeting. 



KEENE AND HILDRETH IN CLOSE CONTEST. 



Margin by Which Former Stable Leads in Winnings 
on New York Tracks Is Slight. 



James R. Keene aud S. C. Hildreth are figuring 
in a pretty contest for supremacy on the New York 
tracks this year, just as they did in 1909. Last 
year tin- Keene liorseh won $1 10.1*21 on the New 
York courses against $104,872 won by the Hildreth 
string, Up to date iu 1010, the New York score 
stands $40,975 for Mr. Keene aud $38,115 for Mr. 
Hildreth. The margin by which Mr. Keene leads 
is so slight that the winning of a single stake of 
respectable value will reverse tbe positions of the 
two. 

Messrs. Keene and Hildreth have not as great a 
lead over other leading eastern stables in winnings 
as was the case at a corresponding time last sea- 
son. This year R. T. Wilson. Jr.,- and August 
Belmont are within striking distance of the two 
leaders aud success in one or two of the more valu- 
able eastern events would make either of them a 
dnngefous competitor for the lead. R. F. Carman 
and the Newcastle Stable, next iu order, are con- 
siderably behind the four previously named. 

Sweep accounts for tin- major portion of Mr. 
Keene’s 1910 winnings, with Ballot. Maskette, Hi- 
larious, Grasmere, iron Mask, Lahore, Cowl and 
others as contributing factors. 

King James. Fitz Herbert, Dalmatian, Firestone, 
Restigouehe, Dandelion (now dead) and Fayette 
have been the principal factors iu the Hildreth win- 
nings. 

Olambala. Nausliou. Beaueoup and Onager have 
cut the greatest figure in placing It. T. Wilson. Jr. 
third in the list, while Footprint. Babbler and Trap 
Rock are principally responsible for August Bel- 
mout’s prominence. 

Because of the lamentable falling off In stake 
values on the eastern tracks as a cousequyucc of the 
hostile legislation in New Y'ork state in 1908, the 
earnings of the more formidable stables do not 
begin to compare with the totals of the previous 
decade. Yet seventy-seven establishments have 
won $4,000 and over in stakes aud purses since the 
opening of the New York season as follows:

Tiie mile and twenty yards handicap brought to- 
gether tile best field of the day. and it went to 
Apache, one of the liest backed of the contenders, 
lie outbroke ills company aud led from start to 
finish, outlustiug Nimbus and Prince Imperial. The 
latter was crowded hack at the start and to reach 
third place had to close a gap. 

Stare repeated his victory of yesterday anil Ros- 
seaux, at a long price, beat George Odom’s Trance, 
favorite in the three-quarters of a mile dash for 
selling platers. Did Bad News was also a winner 
and Noon; recently purchased from J. E. Madden by 
William Walker, won his second race in his new 
colors. 

It was reported from (). A. Biaiiclii’s stable today 
that Keep Moviug had gone lame overnight and 
would be away from the races for some time. 

The Turk came out of the Seagate yesterday lame 
in his near foreleg. 

County Fair, which started yesterday, was found 
dead in his stall this morning. No reason could bo 
assigned for his death. 

IV trouius came out of his last race so lame that 
he lias been temporarily retired aud he will be 
fired and blistered. 

Frank Weir’s Galley Slave wears a scalping hoot 
in his gallops and races. Tin- big chestnut geld- 
ing’s action is not of the best and Mr. Weir finds 
he gallops without injuring his off hind coronet when 
so equipped. Nowadays horsemen use bandages in- 
stead of boots and saddlers disixise of about oue- 
tenth tiie boots they supplied some years ago. 

James It. Keene’s filly Jest got out of her stall 
at the Youkers course Monday evening and made a 
night of it rambling all about the Empire City terri- 
tory. She -was returned to the stable uninjured the 
next morning. 



THREE-YEAR-OLD FILLIES DISAPPOINT. 



New Y'ork, July 14. — The critics have come to 
the conclusion that as a whol§ the three-year-old 
tillies of 1910 are not racing up to the promise of 
their two-year-old form. Ocean Bound, winner of 
tiie Spinaway stakes and tiie best of the two-year- 
old tillies of 1909. became sore at Shcppshead Bay ill 
the Mermaid, after having won a couple of earlier 
races, and was defeated by Amelia Jenks, which had 
been sick herself. Greenvale. winner of the filly 
end of the 1909 Matron, has been retired to Harry 
Payne Whitney’s Brookdale Stud; Schoolmarni. win- 
ner of the Great Filly, does not seem to be able to 
carry her speed farther than half a mile. Turf Star 
does not appear to have gained in flesh since she 
was retired last fall- and neither Chcrryola nor Mex- 
oana seems to be as promising as in their two-year- 
old training. 

Deean Bound is the only filly that defeated colts 
last year that lias shown that she can do it again 
this season. She vanquished Helmet and other 
mature sprinters at Gravesend in a sprint over the 
short three-quarters course, and in the Swift Stakes 
at Slice psliead Bar she took the measure of Fannt- 
lero.v and Dalmatian. But. unluckily for Woodford 
Clay, the stout daughter of Star Shoot and Flying 
Ship is not absolutely sound. She is not perhaps 
as sore as she was a year ago. but since she limped 
to the scales after her defeat by Amelia Jenks in 
the Mermaid. Mr. Clay has not cared to race her. 
It is improbable that she will start again before the 
Saratoga meeting. 

Schoolmarui's failure to make good has surprised 
everybody. The good-looking daughter of Islington 
and Mary Stuart was not distinguished for early 
speed last season. She used to do tier best running 
at the cud of her races. She was just the kind of 
mare, it was predicted, that would go on ami heat 
the colts at considerable distances. J. A. Rennet 
and his trainer. Jack Goldslxirough. thought they 
had in SehooPimmi another Flip Flap and Mr. Rennet 
sent her to Kentucky fot a good rest. In Kentucky 
School inarm got tin- best of attention, but she did 
not look well when she came back to the races anil 
she has not improved jn acien ranee in the lust three 
or four weeks. Her manner of running this year 
is surprising. She goes out with the pacemakers 
and gives up quickie. However. Schoolum rm is 
sounder than she used to be and she is again back 
in the bands of the man who developed her. A. J. 
Goldshorongli. who was temporarily out of the Ben J 
net employ in tiie earlier part of the year. 



BOGGS IS NOW A ROARER. 



New Y'ork, July 14. — Johu O. Keene brought 
Boggs, tho Koval Flush III. five-year-old that cut a 
prominent figure iu the racing at Oakland last 
winter, east with the other horses lie is training for 
lihnself and for J. N. Camden, hut lie does not ex- 
pect Boggs to run tip to his reputation.

TURF RECORD OF “MR. FAIRIE.’’ 



Extreme Modesty Impels Owner of Last Epsem Derby 
Winner to Assume Nom de Course. 



"Mr. Fairie.” owner of Lemberg, winner of this 
year’s English Derby, is one of the most peculiar 
characters of the turf. He is an exceptionally mod- 
est mail of the most delicate susceptibilities, and it 
was these qualities that Caused him to assume the 
noin de course "Mr. Fairie.” lie explained himself 
once that the assumed name was registered so as 
to save him from '‘criticism without due cause.” 
lor in no way did he care to attract the least atten- 
tion to himself or his horses. "Mr. Fairie” did not 
always nsc the assumed name, and one season, 
notably 1892. he raced under his real name, which 
is A. (*t>x. 

Like most keen turfites. ”Mr. Fairie” has always 
tired liis own horses and always took the greatest 
delight iu watching their development and subse- 
quent career, though at times the success was very 
meager; lint there came a turning |K>int iu “Mr. 
Fairie 4 *" career, and it happened with the advent 
of Galicia, the dam of Lemtx*rg and Bayurdo, the 
two equine giants of the hour. She was foaled in 
189S and is by Galopin out of Isoletta. As a racer 
herself she gave no great satisfaction nor the least 
promise that she would ever get a classic winner. 

Galicia came out as a two-year-old at Kempton 
Park and ran third for the Two-Year-Old Plato to 
a moderate field. Later m the season she won the 
Biennial at Ascot, but there was nothing of note 
behind her, and the victory attracted only passing 
attention. Sim was among the starters for the 
Exeter Plate, but made a very poor showing. In 
tier three-year-old year she did little or nothing. 
She ran 111 the Two Thousand Guineas and was no- 
where and her showing was little better iu the Oaks, 
that year. 1901, being notable for the victory of 
Foxhall Keene’s Cap and Bells II. 

Still when put to such a moderate horse as Bay 
Ronald she got such a high-class animal as Bayurdo. 
Last year lie failed in the Derby, but afterward 
cleaned np everything and showed conclusively that 
there was not a hors,- in England of any age aide to 
| give hint a gallop. Already he lias won over $2d0,00l) 
for ids owner, and by no means has he yet reached 
the end of liis career. With a change of sires Ga 
licia seemed to do even le tter, for she got Lemberg 
from Cyllene and, though he just failed to land the 
Two Thousand, lie won the Derby, in record time, 
showing himself to be a wonderful Colt. 

"Mr. Fairie” has dabbled in the racing game since 
1887, the year his colors, white, orange sleeves and 
cap. were registered. In the winning list of owners 
for that year lie is not credited with a single win, 
hilt the next year, 1 888, there Is the modest sum of 
opposite his name, the result of a single vic- 
tory. Since that time with ids ups and downs of 
luck on the tnrf lie has won 112 races Worth $538,- 
7<»5. In 1889 he won one race worth $500. hut never- 
theless he kept on and his colors were seen here 
and there wherever he found a race he thought suit- 
able for his horses. Ills first winner was a horse 
named Pcterhof. and others of his early racers were 
Shekel. Black Eagle and Queen Lily. These were 
well bred, for from the very first “Mr. Fairie” 
aimed at breeding animals of the best class. His 
horses were trained l,y James Ryan at Green Lodge, 
Newmarket. 

In 1890 “Mr. Fairie” seemed to have a little 
better luck, lor with two horses named Guardian 
au<i Cdpua he won two moderate races worth $1,270. 
The first good horse “Mr. Fairie” owned was named 
Galeopsis, a colt by Galopin out of Agave. When a 
two-year-old he made his dehut at Sundown in the 
Britisii Dominion Stakes and ran a close second to 
Lorette. an odds-on favorite owned by C. D. Rose. 

At Kempton soon afterward with Tom Cannon in 
the saddle Galeopsis won the Grand Two-Year-Old 
Stakes, and after a failure at Manchester lie won 
the Rous Memorial at Newmarket. 

Then for the first time "Mr. Fairie” took a promi- 
nent place on the list of winning owners for that 
year. 1891. his total reaching $21,720 for nine races. 
Galeopsis earned the bulk of the sum, his contribu- 
tion being $lt>,150. It was thought that handsome 
things were in store for Galeopsis iu his three-year- 
old year. 1.892, but be was* the rankest sort of a dis- 
appointment. He was ainong the string that went 
to the post for the Two Thousand Guineas, but the 
best showing lie made was fourth, though it was 
remarkable that two lengths behind Dim eame Sir 
Hugo, winner of the Derby a mouth later. In the 
Craven Stakes a little later Galeopsis was again iu 
the ruck, and he started for the Stewards’ Cup. but 
was nowhete. He occupied about the same position 
in a $25,000 race at Leicester and was last in a 
three-horse contest at Doncaster. Were it not that 
“Mr. Fairie” had other animals, which accounted for 
minor races, he would not be reckoned on the list 
at all that year, but his showing for 1892 was 
$12,585. the result of five races. 

The season of 1893 saw “Mr. Fairie’s” tide at its 

lowest ebb, for there is not a solitary win to his 

name the entire year, but g,Nxl times were near at 

hand, for in 1894 lie made his top notch figure to 

that date in the winning owners’ list. His colors 
were first nine times past tile post, the total amount 
of money won living $44,120. The animal chiefly 
responsible for the success of the stable that year 
was 8, da ro. a colt by Galopin. out of Capri. lie 
made his first appearance in the Exeter Stakes at 
Newmarket and, as he had been well tried, started 
favorite and he won handily. Soon afterward at 
Liv-rpod Solaro fust failed to give eight pounds to 
Propeller, a crack colt owned bv Lord Derby. 

The failure did not shake “Mr. Fairie’s” confi- 
dence iu his horse and he sent hint for the Cham- 
pagne Stakes at Doncaster. Opposed to him was 
Saintly, a filly owned by Sir Daniel Cooper, and as 
she had won the National Breeders’ Produce Stakes 
at San, town and tlie Rous Memorial at Goodwood 
she was the favorite, at 2 to 1. Mornington Cannon 
had the job of steering Solaro and he landed the 
money by half a length frqm a pair of dead-heaters 
that were i.u front of Saintly. Solaro followed up 
this victory with another in tlie Pcndergast Stakes. 
That same year there was another good two-year-old 
in the stable in Speedwell. He was started' for the 
Imperial Breeders’ Produce Stakes, but ran disap- 
pointingly, the race being won by Sir Vlsto, the 
Derby winner of tlie following year. Alxmt a week 
later Speedwell was pulled out for the Middle Park 
Plate, which has always been regarded as the two- 
year-old Derby, and he won in splendid style. Be- 
hind it ini were such smart ones as Keelson, Racon- 
teur and Kirkeotincl. 

With Speedwell in- the classics of 1895 it was 
thought. Mr. Fairie should make a better record than 
in tin* previous year, but this was not to be. The 
colt by Springfield, out of Lady Muneaster. started 
second favorite for the Two Thousand Guineas, but 
lie only finished sixth, being six lengths liebind the 
winner. Sir J. Blundell Maple’s Klrkconuel. Laveno 
was second and Sir Vlsto was a poor third. That 
was the last of Speedwell, for lie never ran again, 
in the meantime Solaro had liegun the season well by 
running second for tlie Newmarket Stakes, while 
behind him was Sir Visto in third place. Tlie show- 
ing convinced Mr. Fairie that Solaro was a good colt, 
arid as lie had a nomination for the Epsom event he 
was prepared 1 for it without delay. That year the 
form of the classic colts was very much mixed. Sir 
Vlsto won, with Cirrzon, an unknown, second. Kirk- 
connel third and Solaro fourth. Solaro never ac- 
counted for another bracket, though lie liad three 
airings as a four-year-old. The total winnings for 
the year were $37,500, contributed by seven races. 

Were (t not for a bay colt by Enthusiast, out of 
Greeba. tlie Fairie col,,rs would not have counted 
for much in 1891!. As it was there were four wins, 
which brought a total of $21,545, a respectable aver- 
age. the bulk lx-ing the work of Eager, at that time 
regarded as the very l«>st sprinter of his generation. 
He won the Royal Two-Year-Old Plate at Kempton, 
heating t'helandry . the dam of Neil Gow. by three- 
quarters of a length. In tlie Bedford Plate he 
startwl at odds of 5 to 1 on and ran clean away from 
the field, yet iu tlie Covenlrjr Slakes at Ascot lie 
made only a moderate showing, coming in only a poor 
second to Gold ta. Eager won the Triennial at Ascot 
tlie second day. so that of tlie amount won that year 
for tic- stable lie made $29,885. 

In 1897. which was the year Galtee More won the 
Derhv. Eager was among the starters and li is price 
was 51, to 1. it being thought liy that time that lie 
could not stay beyond a mile. That he could go 
this distance was made evident In the Rons Memo- 
rial at Ascot, for he won. beating Marco by four 
lengths, and he had wins in the Midsummer Plate 
at Newmarket, the Brighton <'ui> and the Derby t'up. 
IDs four wins made $2. 1(50 of the grand total of $23,- 
7!t-5 made bv Mr. Fairie for ten victories. 

A lean Year fell to the “Fairie” string in 1898, 
the total being four races for the amount of $13.1535. 
Eager then a f<nir-year-ol<l. was the mainstay, as 
lie accounted for $13,300. He l<x,k the Rous Memo 
rial at Ascot, the Duchess of York Stakes at Hurst 
Park and the Portland Plate at Doncaster. Eager 
continued his turf career in 1899. winning five races 
worth $10,275. and in all that season the “Fairie” 
outfit won twelve races for a total of $23,790. 

The horse to carry the orange, white sleeves and 
cap in anything like winning form in l'.toO was 
Cutaway, and her effort was not much, as she only 
won two races worth $2,790. The colors were only 
ill front one* in 1901 and the money won was $t>()n. 
There was an improvement in P.HI2, for eight races 
brought *15.700. blit tiur, * was a slump again in 
1!M|5. one win being recorded for a total of $2,100. 
Is in 1895. Ihe season of 1904 was an absolute blank. 
One race in 1905 brought *7 imi. From thence onward 
matters were on tlie up-grade, for Ittot; brought a 
total of $17,442 f>>r four races. In 1907 tin* “Fairie” 
stable had Ihe filly. Jubilee, a daughter, of Diamond 
Jubilee and Genesee Doree, nml she won five races, 
and the colt named Eastern won one race, the six 
being worth $23.!i90. which was the grand total 
for tlie year. 

Then in 1907 came Bayardo as a two year old. 
It was reported around Newmarket that Alee Tay 
lor. who trained for "Mr. Fairie” of late years, had 
a fast youngster at Maton. but when it was see* 
that he was by Bay Rouald, out of Galicia, the 



sharps said that it epnld not he. However, he Was 
brought to Ascot for the New Stakes and there 
was g r, at curiosity to see him. In the paddock he 
was not very impressive as he was walked around 
and the wise brigade winked and said another fake, 
hut changed their tune after the horses broke away 
front the start. Bayardo fairly flew over the ground, 
showing the most superb action and winning with 
tin* greatest ease. That year he won seven races, 
worth $155,190. and but for Bayardo another blank 
would have beep placed in front of "Mr. Fairie” on 
the annals of winning owners. "Mr. Fairie” lives 
entirely at Newmarket, where he has a neat resi- 
dence. 

It is said that “Mr. Fairie” made his money out 
of tlie Broken Hill mines in Australia after taking 
a number of shaves in liquidation of a debt. These 
shares at the time were thought to be worthless, 
hut time has shown them to he of enormous value. 

THE GREATEST OF ALL RACES. 



Some Interesting Facts in Connection with the His- 
tory of the Epsom Derby. 



One hundred and thirty years have elapsed since 
the English Derby was instituted. Its establishment, 
says tlie Pall Mall Gazette, was largely due to the 
initiative of the twelfth Earl of Derby, who was 
quite a young man at the time — twenty-eight years 
,,r age. to be exact. The Oaks, bordering on Epsom 
Downs, was one of his residences. Hence li is inter- 
est in the Epsom race meeting. 

A race for three-year-old 111 lies on the _same lines 
as the Derby had been established in 1779. and, as 
a compliment to Lord Derby, it was christened . the 
Oaks. As for the title which tlie more important 
race bears, the story goes that laird Derby and Sir 
Charles Bunbury discussed the matter one day over 
walnuts and wine. Eventually they decided that it 
should bear the name of one or other of them, and 
that the toss of a coin should settle the question. 

If Sir Charles was disappointed when the spin 
went against him lie obtained swift consolation, tor 
his colors were borne to victory in tlie first Derby 
l»y Diouifd. lie won tlie prize a second time in 1801, 
and a third time in 1813. 

The Earl of Derby had to wait until 1787 before 
he captured tlie prize by tin* aid of Sir Peter Teazle, 
who js generally referred to as Sir Peter. The earl 
laid married, as his second wife, tlie accomplished 
actress. Miss Farren. who attained her n.ost con- 
spicuous success on tlie stage in the character of 
Lady Teazle. 

Lord Derby won the first Oaks with Bridget, and 
lie won the prize again in 1749 with Hermione. 
Curiously enough, although the Stanleys have lieeii 
most generous patrons of the turf, none of tin* 
descendants of the twelfth earl lias managed to win 
tin* Derby. The late earl, however, twice won the 
Oaks with Canterbury Pilgrim in 1990 and with 
Keystone II. in 1900. 

There is no event in the racing calendar which 
has so many romantic associations as the Derby. 
In its early history the race was not regarded with 
tlie importance which afterward attached to it; hut 
tor nearly a century it has been the lodestar to 
every owner of race horses. 

Substantial as is the pecuniary reward which 
comes with the winning of tin- Derby, this counts 
as nothing when compared \Vith the sentimental 
value of tin* victory. Vast fortunes have vainly 
been spent by wealthy men in an endeavor to win 
tlie Derby. Inasmuch as men of means have a better 
chance of breeding the winner, because they ,-an 
command tlie best lihxxl in the market, it would 
In* untrue to say that money plays no part in tlie 
striving for this prize. Still, iu a large measure, 
it is correct to say that Hie Derby cannot In* bought. 
Therein lies one of the secrets of the fascination it 
has for sportsmen. 

Piomed, which won the first Derby for Sir Uharles 
Banbury, was. when twenty-one years of age. sold 
to an American lor fifty guineas ($250). On arriv- 
ing in America he was re-sold for $5,000. He lived 
for another ten years, and founded a great family 
of thoroughbreds iu tin* land of ids adoption, bis 
descendants including Sir Areliy. Timoleon, Boston 
and Lexington. 

There were only thirty-six horses nominated for 
Diomed’s Derby. For this year’s race no fewer 
Ilian '584 animals were entered. This latter figure 
is easily a record. Last year the number was 299. 
Until 1908. tlie entries had only once got into tlie 
third hundred — in Diamond Jubilee’s year, when the 
number, as in 1908, was 301. 

The value of tin* Derby used to vary according to 
the number of subscribers. There was no guaranteed 
prize until 1890. In 1792 tin* prize touched low- 
water mark, for that year it was worth only $5,975. 
In 180(5 Lord Lyon credited his owner with $50,750 
by winning the Derby. Ill Macaroni’s year the race 
was worth $35,500. and in Hermit’s $35,000. Since 
1840 tlie value has only once been below $20,000. 
in Ayrshire’s year, 1888, the race was worth only 



$18,375. 

In 1890 the conditions stipulated that the owner 
of tin- winner should receive $25,000 and tlie nomi- 
nator $2,500; tlie owners of tlie second and third 
received $1,500 and $1,000 respectively. Five years 
later tin* amount guaranteed tlie owner was increased 
to $50,000 and in 1903 to $52.500 — the figure at which 
•it at present stands. The owner of the second horse 
gets $2,000 and of tlie third $1,000. The monetary 
conditions governing the Doncaster St. Leger are now 
the same as those for tlie Derby. The Grand l’rix 
de Paris is worth $00,000. 

Two Derby winners have had odds of 10O to 1 
laid against them al tin* start — Jeddah iu 1898 and 
Signorinetta in 1908. Perhaps Merry Monarch is 
entitled to keep the pair company, for when In* went 
to the ixist in 1845 his chance was considered so 
hopeless that he did not receive individual mention 
in tin* betting return. He was, however, one of 
“Forth’s iot,” against which 15 to 1 was laid. 

Other long-priced winners were: Hermit, fiO to 1; 
Azor, Lapdog. Spaniel and Little Wonder, 50 to 1 
each; Doncaster. 45 to 1; Frederick. Phosphorous, 
('aractaeus and Sir Hugo. -10 to 1 each. There have 
been fourteen other winners starting at 20 to 1 or 
more. 

Spearmint, which won for Major Loder in 190(1. 
holds tin- time record. He covered tlie mile and a 
half in 2:361,. Cicero, Lord Rosebery’s third Derby 
winner, was tin* first to reduce the time below 2:40. 
He compassed tlie course in 2:39>. Signorinetta ran 
ip 2:395. Tiles,* are tin* three fastest times chronicled. 
Tlie slowest time recorded was 3:04 of Admiral Ilar- 
conrt’s Ellington iu 1850. The race was not timed 
previous to 184(5. 

John Porter saddled no fewer than seven Derby 
winners, viz.: Blue Gown. Shotover. St. Blaise. Or- 
monde, Sainfoin. Common and Flying Fox. Of our 
present-day trainers Itieliard Marsh is ahead of all 
liis rivals, for in* prepared Persimmon. Jeddah, Dia- 
mond Jubilee and Minoru.

FEMININITY AT THE RACES. 



Leading Members of English Smart Set Among the 
Patrons of the Sport. 



London. Eng.. July 1.— Racing has been affected 
only in a slight degree l,y King Kdffard's death. 
Now that tlie season for the sport is here again the 
people, who for the last month have worn mourning 
and given up all social entertainments, have resumed 
the occupations of the gay world in part, and though 
they still wear black they attend the races and have 
their house parties in tin* ncighborlnxxl of the courses 
and their dinners and luncheons. In fact, the usual 
gayety of tlie racing season prevails. 

King Edward, of course, was one of the greatest 
royal patrons of tin- races ever known. lie loved 
horses and was sportsman enough to take liis gains 
ami losses with equanimity. It is to Queen Alex- 
andra. however, that English _ women owe their 
almost universal interest in racing. 

Fifteen or twenty years ago few women were seen 
at tin* races, except at Ascot and Goodwood, which 
were great social functions. Tixlay almost as many 
women as men are present at tin* racing centers of 
England, because Queen Alexandra as Princess of 
Wales set the fashion of going to the sporting 
courses and following tin* events with interest. 

Her country women were quirk to adopt the custom, 
and now they treat the sport as seriously as tin* 
men. They breed horses or take an interest in their 
husband's stables. They l***t systematically, know 
all the ixiints of a fine animal and lose hundreds of 
pounds or several pairs of gloves with tin* same 
calmness. 

This year the death of tlie king and tin* abandon- 
ment of the s-,x-ial season has induced more women 
than ever to turn to the races as a source of pleasure 
and excitement and at women’s clubs, at theaters, 
on the streets, one hears scraps of conversation l«*- 
tweell women about winners and losers of sweep- 
stakes and favorites. 

There is an established racing set in England in- 
cluding a number of tlie smartest women who are 
always to be seen where races are held, in some 
eases their husbands are prominent as horse owners, 
lint often they arc themselves personally Interested 
in the sport. 

Louis,*. Duchess of Devonshire, for many years 
headed tin* list of ladies who made racing a favorite 
pursuit. Imt since the duke’s death she lias not been 
seen on any race course and her own horses have 
been sold, except one or two old favorites which 
have beeu pensioned off and are leading the simple 



life in the fields of one of the family estates. 

Iier daughters. Lady Derby and* Lady Gosford. are 
among the well known members of the racing set. 
Lady Derby attends all the important meetings of 
the year and illicit of the unimportant. Lord Derby 
is one of the stewards of the Jockey Club. He* has 
a Racing box at Newmarket and always rents one 
near Ascot. 

At Knowsley Lord and Lady Derby usually have 
parties staying with them for the Grand National 
week and also for the autumn meeting. Last year 
King George was tin* guest of honor at their place 
for the Grand National. Lord Derby lias been 
selected by tin* present king to race the late king's 
horses all this season. Next year King George will 
control them himself. 

Lady Londonderry and her daughter. Lady II rites 
ter. are also fond of tin* sport. Lady Londonderry 
and her husband, who is a nn*nilx*r of tin* Jockey 
Chfh, have many horses in training anil though they 
have not places near any of the great racing centers 
they are always guests of friends who have, so they 
follow their horses around from one race track to 
another. 

Lady llcliester is one of the most retiring of 
women and looks as if she had no s|x>rt ing proclivi- 
ties whatever; but that is one of the remarkable 
characteristics of tlie sporting Englishwoman; she 
i salways as quiet as though her tastes ran only in 
tlie line of home interests or books and study. 

Lady Helen Gordon Lennox lias been known 
throughout England as King Edward’s youngest rac- 
ing hostess, because tin* king stayed with her father, 
the Duke of Richmond, every year near Goodwixal 
and I.ady Helen acted as mistress of tin* house. Tin* 
duke is a keen sportsman and his daughter has been 
brought up to know and love horses and she follows 
eagerly all races in which her father’s horses are 
entered. 

Lady Sefton is not entertaining for tin* races this 
year as she and her husband have just returned 
from a big game expedition in East Africa, but 
she is usually a hostess as well as a frequenter of 
the course:*. 

Lady Carnarvon, who is a very fine horsewoman, 
takes great interest in racing. For Newbury and 
Derby she entertains large parties at llighelere 
Castle and she is always present at tin* great meet- 
ings. She is reputed to lie a heavy bettor and more 
often than not a winner. 

Mrs. Rupert Beeket. Mrs. Hall, Walker. Mrs. Leo- 
pold Rothschild and Mrs. Arthur Sassoon are* other 
leaders of the smart racing set. while Lady Anne 
L-imbton, Lady Jardine and Lady Duff Gordon are 
hostesses who entertain for the racing season with 
out taking a great deal of interest in the six>rt 
themselves. A 

Lady ile Bathe (Mrs. Langtry) is a systematic 
race-goer and owns some of tin* finest horses in 
England. She is more often a winner than loser, 
though she plunges heavily. 

Lady Essex and Lady C«x«pcr arc alxmt the only 
American women resident in England who can lie 
said to belong to the racing set. Lady Cooper is 
one of tlie hostesses for all the famous meetings, 
and she and Sir George unfailingly attend the 
smaller meetings. Site takes great interest in her 
stables and so far lias lieen winning lids season. 

Lady Essex is loss enthusiastic as n horsewoman, 
but slie attends meetings regularly and takes her 
place in the racing set as a hostess. 



HUNGARY’S AID TO BREEDING. 



Budapest, Hungary, July 1. — Tlie Hungarian Min- 
istry for Agriculture have published tin* definitive dis- 
tribution of tin- government stallions for the current 
stud season. The Hungarian government owns four 
studs. Tlie best known, at Kisber, produces English 
thoroughbreds and half-breds. Sixteen stallions are 
located at Kisber. fifteen thoroughbreds and one 
half-bred, but two of tile thoroughbreds are leased 
to private breeders, viz.. I’rinias 11. la son of Don- 
caster) and Kileoek (an imported son of Ivilwarliu). 
They represent a iot of most fashionable blood, 
partly imported, partly lire,) in Hungary, those im- 
ported being Bona Vista. Slieve (billion. Adam (Hie 
French bred soil of Flying Fox). Rix-ketter, Diinure, 
Royal Lancer, History and Admiral Breeze, while 
the rest are of Hungarian breed. 

The government stud at Rabolna prixlnees only 
horses of oriental descent, thoroughbred Arabians ami 
half-bjcds. in the official distribution seven thor- 
oughbred Arabian stallions are given utid six half- 
bred Arabians, hut some days ago the stud suffered 
a great loss by the death of O'Rajah, tlie senior 
of tlie seven thoroughbred Arabian sires. Imported 
O’ Baja It (son of O’Bajan, out of Meueghie) wa-i 
bred thirty years ago in Arabia by the tribe Tell- 
el-Kelali, and bought in 1885 for tin* Hungarian gov- 
ernment by .Mr. de I.ucaenbacher and the then Cap- 
tain Fiidlallali el Hednd. Fadlallah is a horn Ara- 
bian who came here in the sixties, * when Colonel 
Hrtiderman Ixmght "a numerous transport of pure- 
bred Arabian horses in Arabia for Hie government. 
The transport was taken aboard a steamer, but im- 
mediately before the departure a little fellow called 
Fadlallali swam to the ship on which liis horse 
was embarked. He was laken on lx>anl and n:it 
pleased to be able to remain with his pet. 

This incident was related to King Francis Joseph, 
when inspecting the horses, and lie decided to edu- 
cate the boy in a military school. Later Fadlallah 
entered the army and he now bolds the rank of 
colonel and is commander of tin* Stud Itaholna. the 
home of his loved Arabian horses. O’Bajah became 
one of the best stallions Halxilna lias had for years, 
and during the twenty live years of his stud life he 
sired many colts aide to perpetuate liis valuable 
I.’hxxl. Ninety-six of his sons are government country 
stallions iu Hungary, not counting those exported to 
■Austria. Germany, Italy, Bulgaria and even Japan, 
while his numerous daughters are a tower of strength 
to horse breeding in Hungary. 

The third stud of the government, the largest of 
all. is at Mezohegyes, with seven thoroughbred stal 
lions and four half-breds. Besides these there is a 
Glilran stallion (of oriental origin crossed with Eng- 
lish blood 1 and five Nonius stallions, whose ancestor 
was a stallion imported ninety years ago from Nor 
inanity. The fourth stud of the government is io 
rated at l'ogaras, with nine stallions of Lipizzau 
blood. The Lipizzans are a cross of Spanish. Italian 
and Arabian horses originally lire, I at I.ipizza, a 
stud on the Adriatic shores of Austria. 

Besides these studs the Hungarian government owns 
four large stallion depots at Szekesfehervar. Nugy- 
•koros. Dehreezen and Sepsi St. Gyorgy. The inmates 
of these depots are only stallions, there being 238 
thoroughbred stallions. 1.552 hnif-hrcil sires. 57 thor- 
oughbred Arabians. 3(85 half-hrcl Arabians, 570 No- 
nius stallions. 205 Gidran horses. 71 Lipizzau stal 
lions and 114 cold-bred ones. When tin* stud season 
arrives all the stallions of the depots are sent to 
8(54 breeding stations, at the service of farmers and 
other country people, at a fee varying from half a 
dollar up to tin* maximum of five dollars. Counting 
all the stallions at the studs and the depots, tlie 
Hungarian government owns a stallion stock com- 
posed of 2(51 English thoroughbreds. 1.558 half-breds, 
(53 pure bred and 512 ilnif-hred Arabians, 57*5 of No- 
nius descent. 204 Gidrans, iso Lipizzans and 114 
cold bred ones, the number amounting in all to 3,2(57 
government stallions.
